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REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
BOARD  FOR  THE  YEAR  1907. 


It  is  the  duty  of  the  Chairman  at  the  Annual  Meeting  to 
review  the  progress  and  work  of  the  Library  during  the  past  year, 
and  I  gladly  welcome  the  opportunity  for  taking  stock  of  our 
present  condition  and  prospects  in  the  near  future. 

Pending  the  changes  which  will  be  necessary  when  the  new 
buildings  are  completed,  little  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  re- 
lieving the  congested  condition  of  books  in  the  Circulating  and 
Reference  Libraries.  The  assistants  have  been  working  under 
great  disadvantages,  and  are  striving  to  meet  the  wants  of  the 
reading  public  in  the  face  of  many  difficulties. 

The  issue  of  books  for  the  past  year,  which  was  358,736, 
shows  little  change  from  that  of  1906,  the  total  increase  being 
1,600,  divided  between  the  Central  Library  and  the  Yorkville 
and  College  Street  Branches;  the  other  Branches  showing  a  slight 
loss.  There  has,  however,  been  a  very  considerable  increase  in 
the  demand  for  books  in  the  Reference  Library.  The  problem 
of  promoting  a  larger  demand  for  books  for  home  reading  seems 
to  be  bound  up  with  the  question  of  branch  libraries  in  districts 
to  which  the  city  population  appear  to  be  moving.  It  is  a  sign 
of  the  times  worthy  of  note,  that  while  the  circulation  of  books 
has  been  practically  at  a  standstill,  the  amount  paid  for  fines  for 
overdue  books  has  reached  the  sum  of  $1,400.07. 

The  first  of  our  new  Branch  Libraries,  situated  on  Yorkville 
Avenue,  was  opened  for  public  use  on  June  14th.     Many  ladies 
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and  gentlemen  were  invited  to  the  opening  ceremonies,  which 
were  held  on  the  evening  of  June  13th.  The  Chairman  of  the 
Building  Committee,  who  acted,  in  my  absence,  as  Chairman  of 
the  meeting;  His  Worship  the  Mayor;  Mr.  B.  E.  Walker,  and 
other  gentlemen  addressed  those  present,  and  were  eulogistic 
of  the  architecture  of  the  building  and  of  its  fittings,  and  of  its 
appropriateness  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  had  been  designed. 

The  Northern  Branch  Library,  which  occupied  rooms  in 
St.  Paul's  Hall,  was  closed  on  June  1st,  and  its  contents  trans- 
ferred to  the  new  building. 

During  the  past  month,  instructions  have  been  given  to  the 
architect  to  prepare  plans  for  a  similar  building  to  be  erected 
on  the  corner  of  Queen  and  Lisgar  Streets,  where  the  City  Council 
have  purchased  for  this  purpose  a  lot  100  feet  x  130.  It  is  hoped 
that  it  will  be  possible  to  close  the  Dundas  Street  Branch  about 
the  month  of  September,  and  open  the  new  library  in  October 
of  this  year. 

The  rapid  growth  in  population  and  the  extension  in  all 
directions  of  the  city,  will  render  it  necessary  for  the  Board  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  increasing  the  number  of  branch 
libraries.  The  existing  arrangements  were  made  at  a  time 
when  the  population  of  Toronto  was  105,211,  which  has  now 
increased  to  at  least  275,000.  To-day,  some  portions  of  the  new 
districts  are  nearly  two  miles  from  the  nearest  branch.  We  shall 
have,  at  the  end  of  the  present  year: 

3  Branches  properly  housed. 

1  to  be  provided  for. 

2  are  in  temporary  premises. 

In  addition  to  these  we  shall  require  three  in  new  districts, 
so  that  in  all,  five  buildings  will  have  to  be  erected. 

The  architects  and  contractors  for  the  Reference  Library  have 
been  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  roof  in  the  building  before  the 
advent  of  winter,  and  owing  to  the  favorable  season  have  succeeded 
in  their  endeavor.  At  the  present  time  the  contractors  for 
steamfitting,  wiring,  and  for  erecting  the  stacks  are  fully  engaged, 


and  it  is  intended  that  the  plasterers  will  be  enabled  to  commence 
their  operations  early  in  the  spring.  If  these  anticipations  are 
realized,  it  is  not  improbable  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
Librar}'  can  be  removed  during  the  present  year,  and  perhaps, 
a  formal  opening  made  before  our  next  annual  meeting. 

The  accounts  of  the  Library  have  been  audited  by  the  proper 
officers,  and  the  usual  statements  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
and  of  assets  and  liabilities  are  appended. 

The  Chief  Librarian,  the  Secretary-Treasurer  and  the  Assis- 
tants have  during  the  past  year  faithfully  and  efficiently  performed 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

I  have  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Board  and  the  two  chief 
officers  for  the  courteous  assistance  which  they  have  rendered 
to  me  during  the  year.
